IS A VIDEOTAPE FROM A TULSA TOPLESS BAR THE "SMOKING GUN" IN OKLAHOMA CITY 
BOMBING? 

By J.D. Cash 

A videotape recorded from a security camera mounted in the dressing room of a Tulsa topless bar may prove to 
be the "smoking gun" in the Oklahoma City bombing — eventually establishing the identities of certain key 
members of the conspiracy, their whereabouts at a critical point in the plan, and, most incredibly, the cold¬ 
blooded spirit which motivated America's worst act of domestic terrorism. 

Obtained from "Lady Godiva's", the April 8, 1995 videotape reveals stunning conversations from dancers 
discussing customers in the bar that night who bragged of the upcoming April 19, 1995, bombing of the Murrah 
federal building in Oklahoma City. 

Possibly the most shocking portion of the tape occurs when one of the dancers walks into the dressing room at 
8:37 p.m., approaches two other girls and begins relaying a conversation she'd just had with a customer. 

The first part of the conversation is difficult to ascertain. But eventually the girl is clearly heard saying, "And he 
said, 'I'm a very smart man.'....'You are?'....'Yes, I am.'....'And on April 19, 1995, you'll remember me for the rest 
of your life!"' Laughing, she says, "Oh, really?" 


Yes you will," she says he responded. 




Smiling wide, the dancer starts to walk out of the dressing room where the security camera was located, then 
turns back to the other girls and says, "Weirdo," before returning out front. 


Only minutes later, the same girl reappears in the dressing room. At this time, she strikes up a conversation with 
another girl, Shawn Tea, who is combing her hair in front of a mirror. "You know those guys I'm sitting out there 
with? Well, one of them says he’s looking for a girl to fool around with tonight. Are you interested?" 

Replies Shawn tea: "Oh, I can't do that stuff all weekend." After discussing money, Shawn Tea says, "Well, OK, 
I'll figure out a way to scam 'em. 

Shortly after reveiwing the tape last Thursday afternoon, the Gazette began interveiwing various witnesses who 
were in the club the night of April 8, 1995. Using a photo spread of more than a dozen different individuals, 
positive identification of two men have been made so far. 

But since one of the witnesses, Shawn Tea Farrens, 23, was found dead in her apartment the same afternoon this 
newspaper began its investigation, the GAZETTE has elected not to release the names of the remaining 
witnesses— or the photos they have identified— until federal and state law enforcement authorities receive a 
copy of the video and have had an opportunity to proceed with their investigation. 

Shawn Tea Farrens was believed to be alone at the time of her death, and authorities are still investigating what 
they speculate may be a drug-related overdose or suicide. 

Significantly, a member of the security force at "Lady Godiva's" reported a yellow moving van was parked 
outside the topless dance club the night of April 8, 1995. The description provided by the security man matches 
those of witnesses in Oklahoma and Kansas who said there was a second truck used in the conspiracy. The 
second truck did not have Ryder identification but was apparently once a rental truck that had been sold to a 
private buyer, witnesses said. 

As the GAZETTE has previously reported, this truck is believed by many to have been used to haul ingredients 
for the bomb that were later transferred to a 1993 Ryder rental truck that the government alleges was rented by 
indicted bomb conspirator Timothy McVeigh. As this newspaper also reported earlier, witnesses describe seeing 
men working in the cargo hold of an older faded yellow truck at geary Lake, Kansas, on April 10-12, 1995. 

Federal prosecutors, though, told the Oklahoma City federal grand jurors who indicted McVeigh and Terry 
Nichols that the bomb was not built at Geary Lake until the morning of April 18, 1995. The government also 
contends that Timothy McVeigh rented the Ryder truck used in the Oklahoma City bombing at Junction City, 
Kansas, on the afternoon of April 17, 1995. 

The GAZETTE had learned earlier that there was never ANY evidence presented to the federal grand jury about 
the existence of a second truck. But several witnesses quoted in previous GAZETTE stories had clear 
recollections that McVeigh was seen with an older faded yellow moving van at the Dreamland Motel in Junction 
City, Kansas, on April 15-16, 1995. 

Since motel records indicate that McVeigh did not check into the Dreamland until April 14, confusion over 
witnesses who reported seeing a truck at Geary Lake on April 10-12 have caused many to dismiss their reports— 
- and thus, the whole second truck theory. 

If, however, it is established that McVeigh and others were in Tulsa on April 8, 1995, with such a truck, then it 
may have significance: Authorities may be able to establish important new links in the conspiracy through 
registration records of similar trucks in the eastern Oklahoma area. 

It is undisputed that indicted co-conspirator Terry Nichols left for Michigan on April 5, 1995, and did not return 
to Herington, Kansas until April 10. And, according to motel registration and telephone records linked to 
McVeigh, he checked into a Kingman, Arizona motel on April 5 and paid for a room through April 12. For that 
reason, it has been assumed that McVeigh stayed in the Kingman area for the entire period. 



But closer examination of the telephone calls made from his motel room indicate a clear pattern— steady phone 
activity until April 7, when they cease, not resuming until noon on April 11. Such a gap in the telephone calls 
could mean McVeigh flew from the Kingman area to eastern Oklahoma or western Arkansas for the purpose of 
picking up the second truck truck. Only two days later, witness statements indicate the truck showing up at geary 
Lake in Kansas. 

Thus, McVeigh may have boarded a flight back to Arizona after delivering the truck to the Kansas location 
where, authorities say, soil samples at the lake indicate the ingredients for the bomb were mixed. 

It is not merely idle speculation that McVeigh flew to eastern Oklahoma or western Arkansas to pick up the 
second truck. Records subpeonad by the government indicate McVeigh may have made sue a trip to Fort Smith, 
Ark., between March 31 and April 14, 1995. Curiously, an employee of the airport taxi service in Fort Smith 
could not elaborate on why the taxi firm's records for that period were seized by federal agents working on what 
the government calls the "OKBOMB" case. 

Worth noting is a telephone call widely reported to have been made by McVeigh on April 5, 1995, from 
Kingman, Arizona to Elohim City in eastern Oklahoma. Elohim City, a white separatist compound that has 
received widespread publicity because of possible links to the bombing, sprawls over some 1,000 acres near the 
Oklahoma-Arkansas border—just a few miles from Fort Smith, Arkansas. 

According to residents at the retreat, McVeigh left a message when he called on April 5, 1995, saying he'd be 
visiting soon. Residents deny, though, that McVeigh ever actually visited Elohim City.

McVEIGH SEEKS TULSAN'S FILES

Information about a Tulsan once associated with the Ku Klux Klan heads a list of subpeonaed material sought by 
bombing defendant Timothy McVeigh from the Central Intelligence Agency and 61 other agencies. 

Bombing prosecutors are fighting to block the subpeonas. In court papers released Monday, chief bombing 
prosecutor Joseph Hartzler said that the defense already has sought identical information from prosecutors 
through the regular discovery process. He said there is no reason individual agencies should comply. 

Transcriber's Note: Oh, I don't know. Maybe the Jones team has heard about White House documents being 
turned over (in different versions) to the Congress and the Washington Times.

Mahon also said he was friends 
with Andreas Strassmeir, a former resident of Elohim City, a white separatist community near Muldrow. 

The subpeonas seek information on Strassmeir relating to "so-called neo'Nazi activities." 

Transcriber's Note: Boy, Timmy sure is dissing his old "boyz in the hoods." Hell, he's a member in good 
standing of the "New Order", as they are said to be calling the reincarnation of Der Bruder's Schweigen ("New 
Order"? Well, nobody ever said these yerks were original). Mikey Brescia is another member of the "New 
Order." And now Timmy, who's held it all in silence for so long, starts calling them "so-called neo-Nazis"? 
Betcha their gettin' a little nervous about Timmy rolling over on 'em. 

According to phone records, McVeigh attempted to call Elohim City about two weeks before the bombing. 
Strassmeir has said he met McVeigh at a Tulsa gun show more than a year before the bombing and gave him a 
card with his Elohim City phone number. 

Transcriber's Note: Sure, and I'm sure the conversation went something like this: "Ring-Ring—" AS: "Hallo?" 
TM: "Hey, Andy, this is Tim, Tim McVeigh. Listen you don't know me from Adam's off-ox but I met you at a 
gun show about a year ago and I just found your card." AS: "Yeah?" TM: "Yeah, and what I was thinking was 
how about I fly into Fort Smith and you and your buddy Mike Brescia meet me at the airport in a used yellow 
rental van, and then we'll drive up to Tulsa and party at this titty bar I know, and I'll brag all about how I'm going 
to be famous on April 19th and me and you and Mikey can let the girls and the bouncers get a real good look at 
us? And after that, you guys can let me borrow your truck and I'll drive it back to Kansas, where I'll pack it full 
of explosives and then drive it down to Oklahoma City and blow up a bunch of civilian federal employees and 
children?" AS: "I dunno, let me check with Mike." Pauses, hand over the phone, muffled conversation, AS: 



"Yeah, sure, Mike says it sounds like a great party." TM: "Wow! Great! Listen I'll be calling you from the 

airport, OK? And one more thing." AS: Breaks in. "Hey, uh Tim, was it? Yeah, Tim, look I've gotta make 

another call, OK? Sort of official business. Let me know when you get in." TM: "Uh, yeah, OK, sure will...." 

AS: "Say goodbye, Tim." TM: "Goodbye, Tim." 

Mahon says he does not know McVeigh or bombing codefendant Terry Nichols. U.S. Disrict Judge Richard 
Matsch will hold a hearing for Oct. 2-4 on discovery disputes.(more article, but you've got the gist.)

"The key thing to surviving a federal rap for anything is to be the first one on your block to rat out the others, 
and deal them out. Then you walk, they're in, and then you run so their friends don't catch you." — An old ex-con 
I met, c.

3. Where was Kirk Lyons the day the Building Blew?. 

Well, according to his FBI interview he was hiking along the trail in the Oakmulgee Division of the Talladega 
National Forest, not too far from Selma. Said he met a couple along the way who told him about the bombing. 
Yeah, that's right. Presumably, like his client/buddy/snitch Andy Strassmeir, the couple marked this chance 
encounter down on a trail calendar they carried along just for that purpose. Of course, Kirk didn't know who they 
were, and no he didn't know how to contact them. Did he have any witnesses? Any receipts to prove he was 
there? Funny thing, the FBI didn't think he looked like a hiker. 

4. "Gone To Texas." 

Back after the Civil War, things got pretty tough in southern states like Alabama and North Carolina. When folks 
had enough they'd hang a sign on their door that said "Gone to Texas" and they'd move west where times weren't 
so harsh (or so they thought).

WHY DON'T YOU GET ANDY'S WELL-HEELED DADDY TO PAY YOU THE THOUSANDS IN 
SQUANDERED DAVIDIAN FUNDS BACK THAT YOU USED TO GET HIS BOY OUT OF "HARM'S (I.E. 
THE PRESS') WAY"? 

Of course, both Brer Hollaway and Brer Lyins came from Texas to North Carolina in the first place. Let's see, 
that was about the same time Andy moved in at Elohim City, wasn't it? It was Brer Hollaway who introduced 
Andy to the Texas Light Infantry, to the undying regret of some TLI members who found themselves suddenly 
the target of ATF stings, according to J.D. Cash's articles.

Is there a daycare in the Houston 
federal building? Or don't they have any federal-dupe Nazis down there in need of technical assistance? Just a 
thought. 

5. Meet Michael "Don Corleone" Brescia (Or, What Were "Pinky and the Brain" Doing in That Tulsa Titty Bar?) 

I've made some interesting friends recently in Philadelphia, and they've provided me a whole new outlook on our 
elusive-only-to-the-Freeh-FBI John Doe #2. You might even say, I got a peek inside his "family". This guy was 
described to me as "cold-blooded", "brilliant but dangerous" (by a fonner teacher), "a twenty-something mafia 
don" with "shark eyes."

If you're smart, 
you'll have figured it out by now, too. I'll bet you Michael Brescia knows. I'll bet you Tim McVeigh knows. And 
I'll bet you Andy Strassmeir knows too. Whether that comes as shock to his erstwhile lawyer and sponsor, Mr. 
Kirk Lyins, you'll have to ask him yourself. We could always ask the Ward brothers if they know. And surely we 
could ask little ole Esther Millar. If she doesn't know, its because Mikey was afraid to tell her. 

One thing, if she's just now finding it out, you can be sure the FBI is hearing the ass-chewing she's giving 
Mikey— every icy syllable.
